AN  AMERICAN  FLOWER 


Being-  a native  of  the  high  lands  of  Mexico  where  the  seasons  are 
long,  but  cool,  the  Dahlia  will  do  its  best  in  a similar  climate.  While 
the  season  in  the  Colorado  mountains  is  not  so  long,  the  cool  nights  and 
sunny  days  with  the  aid  of  artificial  watering  seems  to  bring  the  Dahlia 
to  perfect  development.  It  is  a plant  that  adapts  itself  to  any  climate 
or  soil,  but  during  the  hotter  days  of  summer  in  some  parts  of  the 
country  it  refuses  to  bloom.  If  given  plenty  of  water  and  the  soil  kept 
well  cultivated  a reward  of  an  abundance  of  blossoms  will  be  the  result 
in  the  later  and  cooler  months.

The  four  classes  described 
above  are  also  subdivided  into  other 
classes  such  as  Fancy,  Hybrid- 
show,  Hybrid-Cactus,  Duplex,  Cen- 
tury, etc.  As  experts  do  not  agree 
on  the  classification  of  some 
Dahlias  it  is  useless  for  us  to  at- 
tempt to  separate  them  except  into 
the  four  general  groups.  The 
Dahlia  Society  of  Colorado  does  not 
recognize  all  these  types  as  it  is 
too  confusing  to  the  exhibition. 
Climate  also  changes  the  type  of 
the  Dahlia  as  well  as  the  depth  of 
its  color. 

Variegated  and  bi-colored  Dahlias 
cannot  always  be  depended  upon  to 
produce  true  flowers  as  they  have 
a tendency  to  change  to  the  darker 
colors.  This  is  especially  so  with 
“Le  Grande  Manitou.”  We  notice 
in  our  garden  (and  other  growers 
report  the  same)  that  this  beauti- 
ful flower  gets  darker  each  sea- 
son and  in  a few  years  it  may 
run  out  entirely.  “Purple  Mani- 
tou” is  a sport  from  “Le  Grande 
Manitou”  and  we  find  a very  small 
percent  of  the  plants  throw  varie- 
gated flowers.

ground  until  about  three  weeks  before  the  last  frosts 

come  for  fear  the  plants  will  be  through  the  ground  and  get  nipped 
the  late  cold  nights.  Dig  a hole  in  the  soil  that  has  been  previously 
prepared,  about  six  inches  deep,  in  which  lay  the  tuber  flat  with  the 
eye  up.  Cover  with  about  four  inches  of  soil,  packing  it  well  around 
the  bulb,  and  as  the  sprout  appears  keep  pulling  the  earth  around  it 
until  the  root  is  covered  with  six  inches  of  soil.  Dahlias  should  b^ 
planted  two  feet  apart  in  rows  that  should  not  be  closer  together  than 
four  feet.  Run  the  rows  north  and  south  if  possible. 

LNiHivsi Hnn If  Dahlias  are  grown  by  irrigation  they  should  be 

DUiUVdUUll  hoed  after  each  watering  and  before  the  ground  be- 

comes  hard  or  crusted.  The  ground  should  be  well 
and  deeply  worked  until  the  new  bulbs  begin  to  form,  after  which  a 
frequent  stirring  of  the  top  soil  is  sufficient.  When  the  plants  reach 
such  size  as  to  make  hoeing  difficult  a mulch  of  straw,  lawn  clippings, 
or  manure  will  be  beneficial.

In  dry  weather  see  that  the  plants  get  a good  soak- 
ing once  a week,  and  give  sufficient  water  to  wet  the 
soil  to  the  ends  of  the  roots.  Do  not  water  often  but 
water  well.  Too  much  water  makes  a brittle  plant.  Do  not  water 
Dahlias  until  the  sprouts  show  above  the  ground,  as  water,  when  applied 
before  the  fibrous  roots  have  commenced  growth,  sometimes  rots  the 
bulb.  This  is  especially  true  when  the  ground  is  cold  and  the  season  late.

Keep  them 
out  of  drafts  and  when  they  revive  they  will  last  for  days.  Change  the 
water  every  day,  at  the  same  time  cutting*  off  a small  portion  of  the 
ends  of  the  stems.  Flowers  purchased  of  florists  have  wilted  and  been 
revived,  so  they  will  not  require  plunging.  The  advice  is  commonly 
given  to  cut  the  flowers  early  in  the  day  while  the  dew  is  still  on  them. 
I believe  this  is  of  no  importance.  I grow  great  quantities  of  Dahlias, 
and  our  cutters  cut  the  flowers  all  day.  Sometimes  the  flowers  are  very 
much  wilted  by  the  time  they  reach  the  packing  shed,  and  these  wilted 
flowers  after  we  get  them  to  recover,  give  the  florists’  customers  better 
service  than  fresh  cut  flowers  from  the  field.  Another  fad  I do  not 
believe  in  is  putting  a chemical  in  the  water  to  keep  the  flowers  fresh. 
At  a Dahlia!  exhibition  some  years  ago  I selected  a badly  wilted  Dahlia 
in  the  presence  of  a number  of  spectators,  and  submerged  the  stem  in 
cold  water  for  a few  moments,  then  cutting  off  the  end  of  the-  stem,  re- 
turned it  to  its  vase.  In  a few  moments  it  appeared  as  fresh  as  when 
first  cut.

“ " to  waitl  a few  days  after  the  tops  have  been  en- 

tirely killed  before  cutting  them  close  to  the  ground.  An  old  saw  is  a 
very  convenient  tool  for  this  work,  and  it  does  not  leave  a broken  or 
split  stalk  as  does  a knife.  After  the  tops  have  been  removed  the 
clumps  may  be  dug  at  any  time  before  the  ground  freezes,  but  as  an 
early  hard  freeze  sometimes  comes  unexpectedly  it  is  best  to  get  them 
packed  away  as  soon  as  possible.  Use  a spading  fork  is  loosening  the 
clump  by  carefully  working  around  the  edge  at  least  10  inches  from  the 
stalk.  Gently  pry  up  from  either  side  until  the  long  roots  are  loosened, 
then  lift  the  bulbs  from  the  ground  by  using  the  fork  as  a lever  with 
the  right  hand  and  lifting  up  on  the  stalk  with  the  left.  In  this  manner 
the  whole  clump  and  attached  soil  should  come  up  and  not  a bulb  should 
be  spoiled.  If  plenty  of  storage  room  is  available  it  would  be  better 
to  leave  all  the  soil  on  the  roots  as  it  is  the  very  best  protection  for  the 
neck  of  the  bulb,  which  if  broken  either  spoils  the  tuber  entirely  or 
weakens  it  until  it  is  of  little  value.  It  is  very  important  that  the  roots 
should  be  placed  upside  down  as  this  permits  all  the  sap  to  run  out  of 
the  stalk  and  not  settle  in  the  base  to  cause  rot  which  might  extend  down 
to  the  crown  of  the  clump.  Dahlias  dug  and  stored  in  this  manner 
should  keep  in  the  best  condition  and  when  dividing  time  comes  in  the 
spring  they  should  be  plump  and  full  of  life.  In  dividing  the  clumps 
be  sure  and  get  a portion  of  the  crown  or  stalk  with  each  tuber  as  the 
bud  is  located  beyond  the  neck  of  the  root  and  this  is  absolutely  neces- 
sary  to  secure  ai  plant.
